( 3 ) The amendments made by this Act 
in the payment of Bonus Act , 1965 21 of 1965 . 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal 
Act ) shall , in relation to a factory or 
other establishment to which the principal 
Act applies , have effect and be deemed 
always to have had effect in respect of 
the accounting year commencing on any 
day in the year 1984 and in respect of 
every subsequent accounting year . 


Explanation . The words and expressions which 
are used in this sub - section and which are defined in 
the principal Act shall have the meanings respecti 
vely assigned to them in the principal Act. 
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2. Amendment of section 2 . In section 2 of the 
principal Act, in clause ( 13 ) , for the words " one 
thousand and six hundred rupees " , the words " two 
thousand and five hundred rupees " shall be sub 
stituted .
